The former premier 
said he could not see that anything was 
to be gained by his going inlo a hot 
corner, but, if he did not do bo, he would 
be taunted with cowardice, therefore he 
exposed hi mself unnecessarily to keep 
the niiuitlis of his enemies closed. The 
^orrespijiident declares that the Mala- 
lele reliels are surrendering.

KELICS OF EARLY DAYS 

Are the Two Hand Fire Engines Wlilch 
Outside Cities Desire to Purcliasc. 

Now that tho forest fires have given 
thoiii their annual scare, iinile a few of 
the outside cities of British Cohimhia — 
notably Roasland, Nelson and Welling- 
ton — have evinced n tlesiro to invest in 
one or both of the old band lire engines 
which did good service for Yietoria in 
tiie early days, but which, since '(it), 
have found a place in tho corporation's 
curiosity shop. These old relics of pio- 
neer days are two in number — the one a 
Button machine and tho oiber a llunne- 
man— rhristened, as were their succes- 
sors, the Tiger and the Deluge. 

They were not the first Are engines in 
Victoria, for local history records how 
the Hudson's Bay Co. as loni; ago as ni 
1S5'.) had in Mr. ICdward Coker an ofli- 
lual who liekl rank aa superintendent of 
lire in-oteiMion, with charge of the com- 
pany's engine and other ii|)parati:a attlio 
lort. These wero of course placed at 
coiiiinarul of the citizens in time of 
(langer, but they did nut (|uite satisfy the 
proi;reasive, independent spirit of the 
linn's. The citizens liad already formed 
a good liook and ladder conipaiiy and 
were agitaliny for engines of their own 
when the destruction hy lire of Mr. 
Thomas J'atrick's two story frame store 
at the corner of (.lovornmerit and .Jobti- 
Hoii streets gave tlii"iii the ojijiortunity 
which Ihi'v hastened to improve. 

The loss "by this lire totalled .i;l8,:iri0— 
two hogsheads of porter beinj; tlieonly ar- 
ticles saved — and the pajiera of the day 
coiiunented that "Snjierintendent (loker 
with apparatus from tho FovL did 
good service, though greatly liani- 
pcreil hy the engines being 
placed under the control of the 
police magistrate. At the sanu: time the 
fi)riiialioii of a volunteer fire department 
was urgeti, it to he independent of police 
control, and thin soon after hecame an 
accoinplishod fad, the Tiger and the 
Iteluge engines being introduced toward 
the close of '.Oil or early in hSt>0. 

Under ('hief Engineer Abbott and bis 
siiocessor.s they rendered efficient ser- 
vice ten yi^\rs subsecpient, until re- 
])laced by steamers, ))laying an import- 
ant part at the lirea by wliicdi were de- 
stroyed the French hotel, the Colonial 
and the old fort.

ONTARIO. 

The army worm is creating great hav- 
oc in thu fields of Bomo fiirinera in the 
county of Middlesex. Tlio pest ennie in- 
to Middlesex from Elgin county. 

The Toronto board of trade excursion 
to the British Columbia gold fields is 
causing widespread interest, and the 
trip will, no doubt, be well patronized. 

ThomnB Croft, owner of the old Loo- 
mis farm, of)posite the R.O. _ cemetery, 
Modoc, has discovered a rich vein of 
gold-b(!ariii^ quarl/. on his property and 
several praciicul iiiinera are trying to 
devolo]) wliat is really on tlie place. 

The Ontario bureau of mines has re- 
ceived a letter from I'rof. A. I'. Coleman, 
who la niaUinir a tour of the miiieial 
rcfjion of Xorthwe.stern Ontario. He 
has covered a i;uod deal of new ground, 
and ia led to express the belief that the 
gold area of the Dominion i.s much larger 
than has hitherto been supposed. 

Lettera from J. t'rancia lirane, a 
banker of ' Hinninghiini, Kngland, have 
been received in various citi< s seekiiiK 
for infornuilion concerniu); Frank White, 
who married a young lady in that city, 
and deserted her three weeks afterwards. 
White came to Canada after leaving hia 
wife, and in 1890 was in Chatham, Ont. 

A boy named Grace took a tri)) over 
the T., H. and B. spur line, near Toron- 
to, lie picked up a detonator uaed in 
Bfitting oil' dynamite cartridges and put 
it in hia pocket. Wlien lie got home he 
commenced to jiound the detonator, 
which went oil' with a loud bang and 
made holea in the boy'a face, head, arms, 
neck and stomach . 

The general belief has been that no 
small boat could successfully run the 
Long Saiilt rapids. A couple of years 
aj:o a couple of men from Dickenson's 
Landing who attempted this feat were 
nearly drowned. The other liay Jack 
Fatten and Henry Graham, of Iroquoia, 
made the trip in a fifteen-foot sKiil' and 
suffered nothing worse than a wetting.

Mrs. Lizzie Cole, a middle-aged woman 
of Toronto, went out to make some pur- 
chases shortly after 8 o'clock on tlie 
morning of the 2.'jth and crossing t2ueeii 
street, near Helhvood avenue, became 
confused between a bicycle approaching 
in one direction and a street car in an- 
otiier.

Hvr 
body was terribly mangled, both legs 
being severed above the knee, the shoul- 
der dislocated and the la(!e crushed and 
mangled beyond recognition. 

The most destrnct.ve Htoriii experi- 
enced in the vicinity <it I'aiis for many 
years parsed a ff-w miles noitli of thai 
place alioiit 2 o'clo<'k oa the 2Stli,and 
with it went, all the proa|)ects for a 
bountiful liurvest. Wheat and barley 
were nearly all stored, but oats, peas, 
and roots were almost totally destroyed 
by the hail. Barns were unroofed, while 
orchards were not only stripped hut trees 
entirely uprooted. At Bruntford about 
2 o'clock the rai l descended in turreiits, 
accompanied with hail larirer llian cher- 
ries and a strong east wind, tn a lew 
minutes the streets were llnoded uver, 
trees uprooted and fences blown duwii. 

Mrs. l^li;^abetll Speni'c, well known as 
an active W.C.TM'. woiker, u bosedeath 
was receiilly an in miiced , sui'ciiinbed to 
pneumonia resulting fr.jui fatigue and 
chill.

the Northwest rebellion, was killed in a 
runaway accident in Orono within a few- 
weeks of the date set for his marriage. 
At the same time another son, Mr. Wm. 
T. Spence, also a commercial traveller, 
met with a serious acriileiit in aliich 
hia leg was broken, and shortly alter 
hia recovery another accident happened 
him, in which his arm was so badly 
crushed by a lailway train that amputa- 
tion was neci?t^;-ary. This son died last | 
Thursday at lirockville. He caiiglilj 
cold during a tishing trip in the Thou- 
sand islands, and jiiuMiuKinia ensued 
with fatal result.s. AUIioiigh in delicate 
health, .Mrs. Spence hurried to the bed- 
side of her son, and the anxiety and | 
shock, together with the cold wliicb she I 
contracted, was too much for her, an<i I 
she succumbed to the same di-ease 
which carried off her son. She leaves 
four sons and four daughters. Two of 
the sons, J. M. A. and B. II. Spence, are 
ministers of the Methodist ciiurch.at- 
tacheil to the Winnipeg conference: an- 
other, (ieorge, is vice-president ui W . J. 
Gage i.'c Co., and the fonrtli fun .Md. 
F. S. Spence, the well known prohioL- 
tionist. 

QUEBEC.

I took a "garden seat" next the 
driver on a bus li'om Marble Arch down 
I'ark Lane. This driver was a character 
lost from the pages of Dickens. Round 
and rudiiy face, with a fringe of wliite 
beard of tlie pattern known as "slug- 
gers," be had been a bus driver for 
forty years, all of which were pleasant 
ones, if his full habit and constant 
genial smile are trusty witnesses.

There is, as far as wo can see, no dill'or- 
eiice of opinion ainont; ('onsrrvalivos on 
that point. They all believe in giving 
the Government a fair chance. Let 
tbein show the country what thoy 
can ilo. When they depart from 
what ('unsorval i vos heliovo to ho 
u safe anil iiali-iotic chiiiho 
Ihey will uieot with a firm and a detor- 
mmed opposition. Conservatives every- 
where are determined to stand manfully 
to their gnna, and to fight tooth and nail 
for their principles. It the Government 
prove slngKisb and, its is most likely, uii- 
progrensive, it will tlie duly of the 
ConHervativo opposition to use every 
coiistitutiouul moan-i lo stir them up, 
and to show the peojjle that the policy 
of stagnation is the worst of all possible 
policies for this young Dominion. It 
seems to ub that the Conservatives have 
already come to the conclusion con- 
tained in the lioinely injiinetion, " Give 
them rope enough and they will hang 
themselves." They strongly di.sap- 
pr^ve of a policy of obstruction, uml 
tbey are determined that the opposition 
will not be a factious opposition. A 
convention is not needed to strengthen 
them in this determination.

Sir Charles Tapper. Those of the 
party who are old enou<;h to remember 
the dark days imniediatoly succeeding 
the election of 1871!, when the Conserva- 
tives met their opponents in Parliament 
after having sustained a signal defeat, 
know that Sir Gharies Tupper was one 
of the few leading men who were not 
disheartened. He showed a bold 
front to tlio enemy. He was al- 
ways on the alert and ready to 
take advantage of any mistake that 
the Liberal Government made. He 
was Sir John Macdonald's most efficient 
lieutenant. He was the fighting man of 
the party and be did much to make the 
oi)poaition so formidable that the Gov- 
ernment, Strom.' as it was, quailed before 
it. Sir Charles is an oliler man than be 
was during the eventful five years that 
theConservativeswere in Opposition, but 
recent events have proved that his spirit 
is as high as over it waH and that his 
courage is unab.iU'd.

Till'] COAST'S EARLY' lirSTURV. 

JOarlv Xortbern I'acilic Voyages, by 
! I'eter Coriiey, ia the title of a little book 
I which cannot but be interesting to every 
intelligent person who has made the 
I I'.icilic C last his home. Mr. Corney was 
j a sailor anei ho spins his yarn in a way 
! peculiar lo s.iilors. I lo, witlnmt an a])- 
' parent oll'ort, gives li is i'(;aders a Ii vely 
idea of the sort of countries the I'acilic 
Coast and the Hawaiian Islands were 
and the condition of their inhabitants 
eighty-two years aco. 

Mr. Corney sailed from London for the 
Columbia river in the gooil ship Colum- 
bia on the 2iilh of November, ISlIi, un- 
der coiivov of His Majesly'H ship Laurel, 
and on the (Ith of .Inly of tho.ne.xt year 
be saw (.'ape Diaaiipoiiituieiit, the 
north point of the Columbia 
river. It does not appear that bo 
consi Ii r.'d this voyage of seven inontliH 
and U!;i days iinii.'^ually long. The story 
erf the voyaiio is given in a sinijilo, 
natural way and it is from the lirsl sen- 
tence to the last e.xceeiliiigly interesting. 

The Columbia was not, Mr. Corney 
tells us, the first British vessel that 
visited the Columbia river. It was also 
visite<l by American ships. The Ton- 
qtiin owned by .lohn .racoh Astor, eiitorod 
the river two years before for Iho pui-- 
pose of establishiiiL; a Hotllomcnt on ils 
hanks, ilor fate was a sad one. iMr. 
Astor alao sent oiil the Beaver and the 
J^urk. In 1SI3 the ship Isaac Todd, 
(.wned by Messrs. McTavish, l''raeer and 
Company, sailed for the Oilumbia river 
lo lalci; |)ossi'.ssion of the lorritory nt its 
mouth for the Xorlhwesl ('ompiiuy. 
This morrhanl vesHel bail for her convoy 
no fewer than three sbii)a of war, the 
Pluebe, the Racoon and the Cherub. 
How the Isaac Todd fared, and what 
was the fate of many of her crew and 
passengers are faithfully related by the 
sailor historian. The Columbia was llie 
next British vessel that sailed for the 
Pacific Coast. Mr. Corney was " cliii^f 
oflicer." 1 lor captain's name wtis Kob- 
aon. She appears to a landsman to 
have been a small vessel to make so long 
and so perilous a voyage. "She was," 
wo are told, "a sharp built vessel of 185 
tons regipter, and had a crew of 25 men, 
officers incliiiled. She was armed with 
ten nine-pounders, and hail a patent 
boarding doloncu all aroiinii her bul- 
wark." Merchant vensels eighty years 
ago were, it ajipears, able to take care of 
themselves. The gaos and other means 
of defence seem lo have been needed, for 
if tbo crew of n vessel were not able 
to bold their own if.'aii si superior 
numbers their friends at home might 
never hear of them again. The natives 
were, it seciua, friendly enough when 
thev believed it was Hot safe to be"other- 



wise, but if they saw an opportunity of i 
getting the upper hand of their visitors 
they were not to be trusted. 

There were Russian settlemonts on 
the coast in those early days, anil tbey 
extended a good deal further south than 
what is now known as Alaska. The 
British traded freely with theEussians, 
as they did with the natives of the Sand- 
wich Islands. Mr. Corney gives a gra- 
phic description of those Islands and the 
people who lived on them. 

Mr. Corney's narrative first appeared 
as a soi ial in a weekly literary magazine 
in London iluring the- year 1821. Pro- 
fessor Alexander says in the preface that 
the narrative "seems to have been over- 
looked by the historians of the North- 
west Coast of America, as well as by 
those, of the Hawaiian Islands. It 
even osca|ioil flie researches of the 
indefatigable 11. Ii. Bancroft and 
of Robert Greenhow, the historian 
of Oregon." This is to be de- 
plored, for Mr. Coriiey's book contains 
information wliic'i lliese historians 
would no doubt have regarded as ex- 
ceedingly valuablo. The book ia to Ijo 
bad at the bookstore of Messrs. Ilibben 
i>c Co.

Seven stations 
were selected on iliU'oront |iarls of the 
coast of Iho i;;iy and .'^irail.s, and men of 
aciontilic altainmeiits left in them to 
I make meteorological and other oh-jorva- 
tions. They remained in them for two 
' dreary years, and they did their work as 
j well and aa thoroughly as circumstances 
Iiormilted. One of these gentlemen was 
Mr. V. F. Payne. He pro|>arcil a jjapcr 
I on The Seasons— 1 1 lulson's Strait, \vhi(;h 
I was road on Iho UStli of March last.
